Shoe had 108 pas- 
“sengera on board, and whon not far froin 
tho Hai-Tang shore sank from being 
overloaded, One hundred and four per 
gona were drowned among whom were threo 
children, « son and two daughters of tha 
Chiof Pastor of the Amorican—Mothodist 
Churches in. Hai ‘Tang. The son, 
a young man of great promise, was a stu- 
dent at the Anglo-Chinese College, and was 
geing-homo forthe holidaya ; the daughters 
Were roturning from the Tai Main Girls’ 
school:where they had heen pupils for some 
time. Among the lost were twenty-eight 
young men of Hai Tang who wore retur- 
ning home from the District Examinutions 
at Hok-chinng.. They were tho brightest 
of the candidates whom .the island waa to 
send to the next prefectural examinations 
at Foochow. .
